Aclitnlly, the primary may virtually amount 
to a general election. Many ot the c.indld.ites. 
In political conversations behind the scenes, 
arc predicting confidently that it's a cinch 
to be elected if they win the nomination. 

Because of the primary system In Idaho, 
which throws the field wide open so far as 
- the mimbcr ol rni^dWulcs Is coi^cctned. It Is 
entirely po.sslble for the wcakcit aspirant In 
the ring to win the nomination. That can 
happen when the bulk of the votlnR Is divided 
.somewhat evenly among the loading con- 
lostnnU. 

If the voters of ihc state wllrkecp this In 
mind they will realize the Importance of the 
primary. 

Those who spend much of their time belly- 
aching about our stale and national govern- 
ment, as well as all the ollicrs who feel con- 
scientiously that these governmental set-ups 
are due for a change, should waste no more 
time belly-aching and complaining. Instead, 
they should be appraising all the candidates, 
deciding upon the ones best fitted for the 
Jobs, and then doing their damnedest to get 
the right Individuals nominated. 

It should be apparent to the electorate that 
among the list of better qualified candidates 
Is the usual group of perennial office seekers 
who are primarily interested in getting their 
names on tho public payroll— that it's quite 
possible tor thDse ^ipportunlsts to accomplish 
Just that unless they're stopped In the pri- 
mary. 

With the responsibilities confronting Idaho 
In the the post-war period, now is no time to 
be taltlng primary as just a matter ot course. 

Our state pardon board and prison set-up 
fimelW. The highway and police departments 
have tho familiar odor that's n.ssodatod with 
political patronage. Our state school system 
Is showing signs ot decay from various causes. 
And the tax load we arc carrylnft In Idaho 
Is anything you want to call It. 

To correct these conditions calls lor an ad- 
ministration of state ol^flclals who have r 
concrete program and who are openly com- 
mitted to a definite objective. 

Meaningless generalities promised by am- 
bitious politicians who have long since dem- 
onstrated that they have nothing to otter, 
will never get tho Job done. 

Mark this down on your calendar as a 
reminder for June 13th, Don't let the wllly- 
nlllios slip you a "fast one" by default.

BUREAUCRATIC IMMUNITY 
A New York housewife hired a young wom- 
an as part-time maid through the United 
States employment service. A few minutes 
alter the maid reported -for work the house- 
wife went up to the root for a sun bath. When 
she returned both the maid and a purse con- 
taining 518 were gone. 

The housewife, who htid forgotten the 
maid's name, called the USES. She was told 
that It would be against regulations to tell 
cither tho name or address. Only in the event 
of an infraction ot the social security act, 
vlolctlon ot the Icderal sncome lax law. lorg- 
Ing a social security benefit check, or Illegal 
action by a social security employe could that 
Information be given out. Not even the FBI 
could budge USES from that firm stand, 
■which was backed up by the war manpower 
commission. 

Mayor LaGuardla called the regulation 
"cock-eyed," We agree, and then some. We 
also thin!; that the regulation should be 
amended before someone, tempted by this 
bureaucratic immunity, commits a more seri- 
ous crime than the theft of $18,
